Cx. Hissell, showed the receipts for 

the last liseal year to have been $53,- 

&01.65; expenditures, 153,13 

balance on hand, *4(i7 .'Hi. The total 
indebtedness of I he instil ut ion is#ll,- 

»oo. 

Prof. Nelson. Principal of the insti- 
tution, presented his eleventh annual 
leporl. Il showed that there were 
under instruction during the year 
one hundred sixty -four pupils, which 
included sixteen new admis 
Ten pupils have severed their eonnec 
lion with the school during the year, 
of which number Ihe terms of' fin 

had expired, three were detained at 

home (cause unknown) one was re 
turned to his parents and one died, 
leaving a total of one hundred fifty- 

four oonneoted with the institution 
September 30th, L885. The average 

attendance during the year was one 
hundred and fifty-six. There have 
been no changes in the educational 

department Every known method 

has been employed 10 give the pupils 
a sound practical education, which 
it would be impossible for them to 
obtain exoept in special schools of 
tins class. f,\ery class in the insti- 
tution was thoroughly and personally 
examined by the principal (luring the 
yeai with grat i fying results, showing 
that, both teachers and pupils have 
been attentive to their duties. 

In the domestic department there 
have been no changes of importance 
during the year. 

The Hades of printing, shoemakmg. 
eahinetmaking and glazing have been 
taught to those of the hoys who show- 
ed capacity in those directions. The 
girls received instruction in dressmak- 
ing, all kinds of domestic sewing and 
various kinds of housework. 

The literary association furnished 
intellectual recreation even week 
during the school term. 

One of the most important f. 
of the institution, although a private 
enterprise of one of the boys, is the 
printing office, which during" the [last 
term has given i mployment to ten 
boys who have made good progress in 
the trade, some of them having work- 
ed in printing offices during vacation 
and given good satisfaction. A little 
paper, called the Register, is issued 
from the offios every Saturday, devol 
ed principally to news from the insti- 
tution and to Bach selected matter as 
will encourage a laste for reading inT 
Hie pupils. It circulates to aeon" 
siderable extent among outsiders and 
the friends and parents of the pupils, 
and serves to keep the school before 
the public. The boys do all the 
mechanical part of the work, the mat, 
ter being written and selecied by one of 
the teachers, who exei eneral 

supervision over the concern'. The 
cases, stands and other m\ 
furniture of the otVice, were all m.ndein 
the carpenter shop. Considerable 
work in the way of blanks and ex- 
amination reports has been done m 
the otliee, and when it is provided 
with better facilities, which are about 
to be ordered, it will he competent to 
do more extensive work. Ii is a 
valuable adjunct to Hie institution.

'• The number of deaf and dumb 
persons in the city, exclusive of those 

in the institution, is about eight hun- 
dred," said Principal Orouter, of the 
Pennsylvania Institution for the Deal 
and numb, to a Philadelphia TSmea 

reporter. "Last year a committee 
took a great deal of trouble lo trace 
the lives of graduate for ten 
back and the figures obtained are very 
gratifying. It was found that eighty- 
eight out ot every hundred are self 
supporting, working at various trades 
in which hearing is not an absolute 
requisite. Deaf and dumb people can 
be found at work in carpenter shops, 
Diachi.ie shops, nnd in similar indus- 
trial establishments. That litograph 
on the wall is the work of a graduate. 
I know of four lawyers who are deaf 
mutes— two in Ohiii and two in Cana 
da. The late Chief Bxataux 
Patents, Parkinson, was a deaf mute, 
and a number of the government clerks 
in Washington are afflicted in the 
same way. Tin se cases show that 
speech and bearing are not absolutely 

essential for comparative suee. 
various walks of life num 

ber of those known as deaf and dumb 
can speak, however, thanks to the 
education reeeiv d in institutions of 
this character. There are two schools 
in Ibis Stale, this one and one about 
half the capacity in Pittsburg 
Washington there is a college for 
higher education, where graduates 
from the ordinary institutions may 
continue ihcir studies to almost anv 
I extent, 
l'eaching (he deal ami dumb is 
very difficult work, requiring great 
experience and indomitable patience. 
It is, perhaps, twice as iliftienlt as 
leaching the blind. It is comparative- 
ly easy lo reach the understanding of 
the blind, because they can hear. Hut 
in the case of a child born deaf it is an 
entirely different matter. Where ihe 
deafness is accidental or occurring 
through diease, say at eight, ten or 
twelve years of age. ihe work is not so 
hard. The fact that the child has once 
had the sense of hearing is a s^reat 
foundation. In this institution we 
use both the sign or manual system, 
and the oral or lip reading BJ 
The former is the French idea and the 
latter the C.erinan.
